Sev eral pieces o f harness were iden 
tified as l>elo nging to Mr. Cathey and 
they were lo aded into his car. Rho des 
to ld the men that he did hav e a U. S. 
bridle at a barn a mile o r so u p

ro ad which he had bo rro w'« ! fro m Mr. 
Cathey and said that he wo u ld 
walk 
u p and get it. 
He started o u t walk­ 
ing and was o v ertaken as he walked

The growth and development of the 
state’s first eleemosynary institution, 
State Hosp tal No. 1, at Fulton, dates 
from February 16, 1847 when 
a 
bill 
providing foi the 
establishment 
of 
such an institution was approved by 
Governor- 
John 
C. Edwards. 
Four 
hundred and sixty acres of land 
in 
and near Fulton were selected as the 
dte for the hospital. 
There wa 
much delay in the con­ 
struction of buildings, and- they wen 
rnly partial!' ready for use in Aug­ 
ust. 
1851, 
when 
Dr. Turner R. 11 
Smith, of Columbia, was chosen 
su­ 
perintendent. 
Patients were no gen­ 
erally 
admitted 
until 
December 
1. 
Provision was made for a maximum 
of 100 patients, estimated to be one- 
fifth of the insane in the State. The 
regulations provided 
that 
counties 
might send their insane for treatment 
at a very small cost, and 
in 
other 
cases patients were admitted at 
the 
expense of families or friends. Pref- 
erenct was to be given fanes of less 
than one year's duration as recovery 
I was more certain. 
In November, 1852, the time of the 
first report, there were sixty-two pa­ 
tients. 
Seventy had been 
admitted, 


eight had been discharged, 
and four 
of these had recovered. 
This number 
has steadily increased, and during the 
1925-20 biennium there was 
a total 
enrollment of 1484 in this institution 
alone, and there are now three 
other 
similar hospitals, and a special school 
for the feeble minded. 
Of the num­ 
ber admitted each year 
a high per­ 
centage recover. 
Great strides have been made in the 
care and treatm ent 
of 
the 
insane 
since 1851. 
Under the old system of 
isolation and m istreatment recovery 
was well nigh impossible. 
When this 
institution was ojvemxl it was hoped 
to give kindness, care 
and 
medical 
treatment to unfortunate insane peo­ 
ple who had in many cases been kept 
in unsanitary cells and denied even 
the most frugal comforts. 
It is sig­ 
nificant that even such limited care as 
could he provided then resulted in the 
recovery of many patients. 
Scienti­ 
fic methods of treatment are now us­ 
ed, and the institution may he regard­ 
ed as a psychopathic hospital of high 
degree, as well as a home for indigent 
insane. 
Recent reports indicate that a large 
number of patients are now engaged 
in occupational pursuits, and 
make 
articles for the use of the institution 
and for sale. A still 
large 
number 
take physical 
culture, 
and 
outdoor 
exercsie is a part of routine 
treat­ 
ment. 
Religious 
meetings, 
parties, 
entertainments, picture shows, band 
c< ncerts, and programs by traveling 
troupes and home talent are held reg­ 
ularly. 
From 4<>0 to 1200 attend such 
gatherings, depending 
on 
nature of 
the entertainm ent and weather condi­ 
tions. 
Comfortable and healthful liv­ 
ing conditions coupled with scientific 
care anil treatment result in a 
high 
percentage of recovery. 
Trained physicians and 
specialists 
as well as attendants and caretakers 


cm nstitute the staff of the hospital. Its 
•eginning in 1851 
was 
humble, but 
now the need for such institutions is 
fully 
recognized. 
Missouri’s 
state 
hospitals are performing 
an 
indes- 
pensible service to the people of 
the 
State, providing 
humane 
care 
for 
thousands of unfortunates, 
and 
re­ 
claiming hundreds of 
citizens 
each 
year.

sult of a pistol shot fired from his own 
weapon in tho hands of Charles Rhod­ 
es, 41-year-old negro, who lived on the 
old Freeman place, about three miles 
south of Sikeston 
on 
Highway 61, 
where the shooting took place, about 
11:00 o'clock Friday morning. 
Simms had gone to the place (which 
is now farmed by Ed Coleman) with 
H. G. Cathey, also of Canalou, to re­ 
cover some harness 
which 
Rhodes 
was alleged to have stolen from Ca­ 
they’s place, when the negro moved 
to Mr. Coleman's farm a week or ten 
days ago. 
A negro who workks for 
Mr. Cathey was along to identify the 
harness which they were to recover. 
Rhodes 
formerly 
worked 
for 
Mr. 
Cathey. 
Several pieces of harness were iden­ 
tified as l>elonging to Mr. Cathey and 
they were loaded into his car. Rhodes 
told the men that he did have a U. S. 
bridle at a barn a mile or so up the 
road which he had borrowed from Mr. 
Cathey and said that he would 
walk 
up and get it. 
He started out walk­ 
ing and was overtaken as he walked 
up the road with Hubert Washington, 
Tom Boyce, Deacon Wagoner ami an­ 
other negro and was told to get into 
the car. 
It was at this time that the 
shooting took pplace. 
Mr. Cathey said that Simms 
told 
Rhodes that he was under arrest and 
ordered him to get into the car. The 
negro refused ami Simms 
drew 
his 
gun which was either knocked from 
bis hand by the negro or fell to 
the 
ground as Simms hit at Rhodes. Both 
men clinched ami both made for 
the 
gun. 
The negro got it and started 
shooting at Simms’ head. 
Th«j 
first 
four shots went wild, Mr. Oahtey said, 
as Simms was resisting and moving 
around. 
At this time, the negro was 
atop the officer, according to Mr. Ca­ 
they. 
The fifth shot was 
effective, 
the gun being held close 
to Simms'1 
side and fired. 
The powder set 
fire 
to Simms’ clothes. 
The negro 
then 
got up and walked 
off, 
Mr. Cathey 
concluded. 
Brown Jewell was called 
to 
the 
scene of the affair at once and trailed 
the negro into town to the home 
of 
Mr. Coleman, where Rhodes says he 
had gone “to find out what to do’*. He 
surrendered to Constable Jewell 
at 
the City Hall and told the 
following 
story when seen in the local jail: 
“ I let Mr. Cathey take the harness 
which he said was his and told him 
that I did have a bridle which belong­ 
ed to him, but that it was at the bam 
up the road and that I would walk up 
and get it. 1 started out walking and 
we (he and the negroes 
mentioned) 
wen* overtaken about half way. They 
told me to get in and ride, but it was 
just a short ways ami 
I wanted 
to 
walk. Then Mr. Simms got out ami 
cussed me and hit me with bis gun’’. 
(The negro exhibited a cut 
on 
the 
back of his head). “The lick knocked 
the gun to the ground and I got it first 
and started shooting ami din’t 
stop 
until I had shot loose from him. I * 
so got his pocket knife, which he drew 
when the gun fell”. 
(The knife was 
taken 
from him at the time 
of his 
arrest as was the officer’s gun). 
“ I 
have know Mr. Simms for three years 
and have known that he is some kind 
of an officer for at least a year, hut 
he didn’t have any papers to read to 
me to arrest me with ami I told him 
so at the time”. 
(Rhodes was refer­ 
ring to a w arrant when he said “ jhi 
pers”, he later said). 
Deputy Sheriff Guy Sanders

turned with Rhodes to New 
Madrid, 
where the negro is held pending the 
outcome of Mr. Simms’ 
wound.

"Senator Retd has been 
the 
out­ 
standing figure in the Senate for the 
last three years", Gardner declared in 
an interview. 
"No one candidate can 
at once command the two-thirds m a­ 
jority necessary for the nomination. I 
believe all the candidates 
ultim ately 
will unite on Senator Reed”. 
“ As I see the campaign issues, hi1 
continued, "they are: 
"F irst, honest elections. 
The Dem­ 
ocrats want to take the dollar 
sign 
iff the Capitol at W ashington. 
"Second, 
States’ 
tights. 
Senator 
Reed has been a central figure 
for 
many years in the fight against 
the 
Federal Government’s 
infringem ent 
on the rights of the States. 
"Third, abolition

years in W ashington.

hoards and commissions have
